He is habitually reticent, but as to Smith he 
became outspoken in his hostility and was 
w ont to accuse him of such peculiar c rim e s 
as changing his necktie five time a day and 
wearing a corset. But he nourished deeper 
designs of harm, and at last encompassed 
Smith's financial ruin a few months ago. B ut 
Smith’s bankruptcy smashed the n o te d firm 
of Heath & Co. 
Smith had operated heavily 
through this concern, and th e y bolstered h im 
disastrously after the boom had exhausted his 
capital. 
When the failure of Heath & Co. 
was announced. Giovanni Morosini 
went at 
once to their office to say that he supposed his 
Manhattan railway stock was not affected. 
“ What sto<\* do you mean? ” Heath inquired, 
“ The block that I ordered you to purchase 
for me a month a go,” was the reply. 
“ We bought none for you. 
We needed the 
money, and used it—lost it, finally—and we 
are very sorry.” 
The amount was about $4 0 0 ,0 0 0 . 
No­ 
body dreams that Morosini had any such big 
sum lying so loosely around. 
Of course it 
belonged to his employer, J ay Gould, who 
had besides $2 < 0 ,0 0 0 with Heath in his own 
name. 
A warrant was got out charging 
Heath with embezzlement in the misappro­ 
priation of the larger fund on the true ground 
that it had been given him for a specific pur­ 
pose. and did not belong, as did the lesser 
amount, to a general account. 
The interest­ 
ing feature of the case is that it seems to 
present Gould in the aspect of a biter severe­ 
ly bitten.

My name is J . T. Kemp and I am a dent­ 
ist from Chillicothe. 
A short time ago 1 
began to receive letters from parties in this 
city who had money to sell. 
I did not know 
w hat kind of money it w as, but did know 
that it was made in New York. 
At first I paid 
no attention to the letters, but since they 
came so frequently I began to answer. 
At 
last I accepted a proposition to come here and 
meet the party in the Lindell hotel. 
I came 
and listened to the representations made in 
reference to the matter. 
I asked to see the 
money but was told to wait. 
I went around 
the 
city 
ail 
day 
and 
at 
last 
told 
the man that I would have to go home, and 
insisted on seeing the money. 
He was to 
give me .$400 for $1 0 0 . He told me to place 
my money in an envelop and go down to the 
Brunswick hotel that evening. 
I was directed 
to sit down and read, and during the evening 
a man would w alk up to me. shake hands with 
me and start up stairs. 
I was to follow him. 
His money was also in an envelop and would 
be lying upon the table. 
If I wanted to take 
it I was to do so. 
I took it and hurried away. 
When I arrived here I found that my envelop 
contained nothing but paper. 
I came back to 
the city last Thursday for the purpose of 
hunting up the parties who had robbed me. 
Why didn't I report the matter to the police? 
Because I was afraid that the fellows would 
get on to it. 
1 am 2(5 years old. 
The judge fined him $ 100 and costs. The 
letters can be interpreted two different ways, 
and at least show that he has been communi­ 
cating with a gang of counterfeiters or confi­ 
dence men. 
The matter will probably be 
turned over to the federal authorities for in­ 
vestigation. The game is an old one,and it was 
a similar one which cost the New' York confi­ 
dence man his life a few' months ago, when 
playing it upon a Texan who was not to be 
trifled with. 
The person who took a leading part in 
duping Kemp is well known to the police,and 
as soon as he can be located the detectives 
will arrest him and prosecute him on the 
charge of obtaining money by means of a con­ 
fidence game. 
The police are satisfied that 
Kemp knew he was negotiating for counter­ 
feit money, but as he did not get it in his 
possession a more serious charge than that of 
vagrancy could not be placed against him.

Vanderbilt was filed at noon to-day in the 
surrogate's chamber in the county court 
house. The will bequeaths ten million dollars 
to each of his eight children, five million 
dollars of 
which

in trust. 
In 
addition 
to 
this 
two 
mill­ 
ion 
dollars 
is 
left 
to 
Cornelius 
Vanderbilt. The four sons of the dead man 
are made trustees of the property left, each 
son being committed to the trusteeship of his 
three brothers, 
He leaves to each of his 
daughters the houses they live in absolutely: 
to his grandson, Win. H.. son of Cornelius, he 
leaves one million dollars and the widow' is left 
the house at Fifty first street and Fifth avenue, 
his paintings, library, stables, horses, etc., and 
an annuity of $200,000 per year, together with 
$500.000, which is left to her absolutely. At 
her death the house, picture gallery, and the 
stables are to go to his youngest son. George 
Vanderbilt, for his life and at his death to 
such son of his as lie may designate by 
will. 
If he shall die leaving no son the 
property is to go to the eldest son of Cornelius 
Vanderbilt. 
Sundry bequests amounting to aboutt one 
million, are left to charitable objects and an­ 
nuities from $2,000 to $2,500. left to distant 
relatives. The remainder of the fortune to be 
divided equally between Cornelius and Wink. 
He directs all railroad stock bequeathed to 
his children be held in bulk and administered, 
to be in the interest of all, and none disposed 
of without the consent of all concerned. 
Chauncey M. Depew and Henry H. Anderson 
are constituted administrators of the will. 
Depew said to-day that all the heirs are en­ 
tirely satisfied, and that if Mrs. Shepard, who 
is in Europe, had been here the will would 
have been probated to-day.

erred in assuming in its charge that Eliza 
Conger, by the procurement of an abortion 
upon herself, could commit the offense of an 
abortion at law or that the said Eliza Conger 
by consenting to the commission of an abor­ 
tion upon herself could become an accom­ 
plice in law to the crime of abortion as a 
principal offender. 
J udge Aldridge disposed 
of the application by granting a new trial, he 
holding in substance that as Miss Conger 
could commit on herself an abortion at law 
the doctor could not be held amenable as an 
accomplice. 
New testimony must now be 
produced to show that the doctor was a prin­ 
cipal, or he will be released.

It excepts, so far as the dis­ 
position of the land is concerned, all the 
lands of the tribes held by patent, but pro­ 
vides in a special section for the disposition 
of the surplus of these lands under the pre­ 
emption laws by a commission of five, to be 
appointed by the president and composed of 
two army officers aud three civilians, the pro­ 
ceeds to go to the tribes after selections have 
been made in severalty by the members of 
the tribes. 
The 4 ,0 0 0 ,0 0 0 acres of Okla- 
lands are to be 
homesteaded; the 
Cherokee strip are 
| to be pre-empted and the proceeds to go to 
the Clierokees; the No-Man's L a ndis to be 
homesteaded.
